The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest, system and method for augmented 
thermal imagery comprises (a) generating a color array including units of data, each unit 
having red, green, and blue values, wherein generating the color array is based on the 
received arrays of the pan band data and the thermal band data in combination into 
other features and elements of claims 1, 12, 31 and 32; (b) changing the resolution of 
the temperature formatted thermal band data to match the resolution of the received 
pan band data, generating a color array based on the received array of the pan band 
data and the array of the changed thermal band data, the color array including units, 
each unit having red, green, and blue values; and generating an image based on the 
generated color array in combination into other features and elements of claim 22.
